Some legislation has al- 
ready been introduced, but 
I hi' legislature seems to be 
u long way from agreement. 

With scores of other im- 
portant matters still pend- 
ing such m the Sunday clos- 
ing -law. re-apportionment or 
enabling legislation for at- 
large elect ion of the repre- 
sentatives and state senators, 
a final <!*eision on the future 
of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, particularly as 
it applies to Conk County, 
and oll'.er equally thorny 
problems. June ."!(> .should 
see mticii work still to be 
done. 

Incidentally Majority Lead- 
er W. .1. Mut'phy's sugges- 
tion that candidates for the 
legislature be obliged to 
throw $;*l)0 into t ho campaign 
kilty sounds like a move to 
keep the present member- 
ship intact. 

This seems eminently un- 
fair inasmuch as the present 
membership has shown a 
distinct inability to get the 
job done on legislative redis- 
I riding.

Although the price cutting 
policies of the big grocery 
and drug chains undoubted- 
ly hurt the local operators, 
the association is basing Us 
flglit • on better control of 
sales to minors if the liquor 
sales are confined to those 
businesses doing 51 percent 
or more of Ibelr. sales in 
liquor. 

According to Association 
President Al Skokle prelim- 
inary studies indicate that 
much of the illegal purchase 
of liquor is done through 
the supermarkets, "but every 
time a minor is arrested the 
inference is that he got the 
liquor at a tavern' or liquor 
store." 

The association has sent 
resolutions calling for adop- 
tion of the legislation to alt 
communities jjn the county, 
but most of' them have re- 
ceived the resolution and 
placed it on file.

Not content with produc- 
ing a practical working car, 
Henry Ford again revolu- 
tionized American life when 
he.. introduced „.thc assembly 
line, as a means of manufac- 
turing a car at a price within 
the reach of all. The assem- 
bly line, now a standard prac-

The Dragster is 31 feet 
long, and has 10,000 lbs. of 
thrust at full throttle. 
Three parachutes (two 10 
footers and one 24 footer) arc 
required to help stop the 
Monster. It burns JIM jet 
fuel and uses about 25 gal- 
lons fur the quarter mile. 
The weight Is approximate- 
ly 5,000 pounds.

Swimmihg Tips 
Of Red Cross 



1. If you can't swim, take 
lessons; If you swim n little, 
learn how to swim better. 

2. Always swim with a 
"buddy" who can help if you 
get into trouble. 

3. Respect the water and 
know your limitations. 

4. Wait an hour after eat- 
ing before swimming. Do 
not swim while overheated or 
overtirlcd 

. 5. Swmi In a safe place 
and hi the presence of life- 
guards. Stay away from the 
area immediately in front of 
the diving board and do not 
swim near piers and pilings. 

6. Be sure rescue squip- 
ment such as buoys, boats, 
and reaching poles are read- 
ily available . at all swim- 
ming areas. 

7. In ease of trouble, as- 
sume a faceup floating posi- 
tion, keep your hands .under 
water, slowly move your feet 
up and down, and move your 
hands In a gentle circular 
motion. 

8. Whenever a storm ap- 
proaches, get out of the 
water— it is a conductor, of 
electricity. 

9. For long* distances, al- 
ways swim with a "buddy" 
parallel to the shore or with 
a companion in an accom- 
panying boat. 

A dead stop could be the 
means of saving your life. 
Many serious intersection ac- 
cidents have occurred as a 
result of failure to make a 
complete stop where requir- 
ed. Don't be a stop sign 
creeper.
